Washington, September 6.—The

erence to those of class “A” and 
“B” in a new note to Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, and 
through some of them, it is under- 
stood, has been submitted to the 
meeting of the assembly of the 
league of nations at Geneva, for con- 
sideration. é 
made at the 
that the 
note was dispatched last week, but 
no intimation was given as to when 
it would be made public, if at all. 

Although officials would not dis- 
cuss the matter, it is understood 
the note was forwarded after in- 
quiries had been received from some 
of the powers as to the American 
attitude toward the “A” and “B” 
mandates for their guidance in pos- 
Sibly considering the allotment of 
some of the former enemy territory 
at the Geneva me:ting. 

United States Claims Voice. 

As early as May 2, 1920, the Amer- 
ican government had taken a strong 
stand against the setting up of any 
special privileges in mandate terri- 
tories, especially as involving the oil 
lands of Mesopotamia and the cable 
privileges of the Pacific Island of 
Jap, the latter claimed as a “C” 
mandate by Japan. In a note of 
February 21, this year, Secretary 
Colby gave explicit warning that

‘was necessary to validate any man- 
fate, a sanction which he contended 
had never been given in the case of 
Yap. In subsequent notes by Secre- 
tary Hughes, this position Was 
strengthened, the proposition being 
jaid down that, notwithstanding re- 
fusal to ratify the. Versailles trea- 
ty, the United ‘States as a victor 
in the war could not be deprived of 
a full and equal voice ‘in disposi- 
tion of all former German-ow neu 
territories,

Campbell Morgan, 
Noted Bible Scholar, 
To Reside in Athens 


Will Enter Son in University 
of Georgia and Daughters 
at Lucy Cobb. 


Athens, Ga., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the world’s greatest 
religious leaders, Dr. Campbell Mor- 
gan, of London, England, has select- 
ed Athens, Ga., as his home in, order 
that his children may enjoy the edu- 
cational advantages of the univer- 
Sity, according to an authoritative 
announcement made here tonight. 

“This is my third visit to Athens 
during the twenty-five years since 
I made my first voyage to America,” 
said Dr. Morgan in discussing his 
choice of the University City as his 
home, “and I think it is an ideal 
place in which to live and educate 
my children.” 

Dr, Morgan, who is known as one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
Bible scholars in the world, - will 
hold a two weeks’ Bible conference 
for ministers of all denominations in 
Athens in March. He is well known 
throughout the state, having con- 
ducted several series of lectures in 
Atlanta. 

He will move to Athens September 
15 and will put his son in the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and his two 
younger daughters in Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute. 

Dr. Morgan, who was formerly 
pastor of Westminster chapel in 
London, is greatly interested in mod- 
ern history. He is a personal friend 
of Lloyd-George and other 
leaders in politics and statesman- 
ship.

Marcus Beck Cames Home 
From France to Rest With 
Fathers.

Young Marcus Beck comes home 
today—comes back to the. family 
and friends he left as a bright, bub- 
bling boy in the exuberance of his 
teens, but comes back to take his 
place among the immortals of Geor- 
gia. He comes back still a bub- 
bling boy, for, as such, he ended his 


work in this workaday world, but 
jpst the same-@s his flag-draped cas- 
ket enters the Terminal station, his 
name and fame will be linked back 
with the giants of the common- 
wealth on whom the people are 
proud to look on down the ‘corridors 
of time. 

The body of Marcus Beck—of Cor- 
poral Marcus Beck, of the United 
States marines—first of Georgia's 
sons to fight, first of Georgia’s sons 
to die on the soil of France, will 
reach Atlanta at 8:30 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning. The bodies of 
twenty-two of his cOmrades, who 
likewise are going home, will be 
borne*by the same train. 

Buried on Georgia Soil, 

He will be buried in Georgia soil 
later in the day with all the honors 
that patriotic Georgia can pay to 
his memory. ,The justices of the 
supreme-court, of which his father, 
Justice Marcus W. Beck is a dis- 
tinguished membDer, will act as pall- 
bearers. The American Legion, thé 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the War 
Mothers, a detachment from his 
own famous corps, the Devi] Dogs 
of Bois Belleau and Chateau Thier- 
ry, soldiers from Fort McPherson 
and cther patriotic organizations, 
all will be on hand, 

And then there will be that faith- 
ful delegation of his boy chums, 
who have watched every shipment 
of hero bodies since they began 
arriving from France, in order to 
pay their tribute of love to this 
boy, who has so suddenly outgrown 
them, 

They wil] tell his story to each 
Other, just as they have told it 
scores of times since the first cable 
messages brought the tidings that 
Corporal Beck had sacrificed every- 
thing earthly as he helped hold back 
the terrible thrust of the Boche 
against Parts and civilization in 
June of 19tS$ The story to them 
is one of poignant grief and tre- 
mendous inspiration. “He was just 
like the rest of us,” they say, seein- 
ing to have the belief now that ne 
was of larger and nobler mould.

Recoarat Beck will be buried with 
his fathers in the familly cemetery 
in Jackson, Ga., the home of Judge 
Beck before he was called to his 
higher duties. The body will reach 
Jackson at 1:30 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon. It will be accompanied 
by the supreme court and delega- 
tlons from the ‘patriotic societies. 
At Jackson, they will be escorted 
to the cemetery by the Jackson 
Rifles and the burial will be held 
with full military honors. 

The body already having been 
committed to earth in France, the 
services here and in Jackson will 
be brief. Chaplain John Randolph, 
of Fort McPherson, will read the 
military ritua}) here at the Terminal 
station,- while a Jackson minister 
will officiate at the grave.

DeKalb county officers were 
searching Tuesday night for two 
men who shot G. A. Evans, promi- 
nent citizen of that county, while 
in his home at Ingleside, this be- 


has occurred in the vicinity f 
Atlanta in three days. The man 
implicated in the shooting were 
tramps and shot Evans while he 
was cutting some bread to give to 
them. . 

The victim was taken at once 
to the Georgia 3aptist hospital, 
where his condition was said to be 
serious, but not believed to be fa- 
tal, Late Tuesday night, it was 
stated, that he showed a slight im- 
provement. 

Two men were arrested at Stone 
Mountain shortly after the shoot- 
ing as suspects and were taken to 
the DeKalb county jail. Accord- 
ing to Sheriff J. A. McCurdy they 
succeeded in proving that’ they 
were not guilty of the crithe and 
were released. 

Evans and his son were in the 
Evans home when the two tramps 
appeared. They asked for food, 
according to information obtained 
from DeKalb officers, and while 
Evans was preparing it one of the 
tramps suddenly drew a pistol and 
ordered Evans and his son Ben 
Evans to throw up their hands. 
Evans continued to cut the bread 
with his knife and the tramp shot 
him, the ball entering his back 
and narrowly missin; the spinal 
Evans brought his father te a hos- 
pital in Atlanta. He said his father 
cord. .Thegtramps fled and Ben 
had about $800 in a belt strapped 
around his body. 

According to young Evans, the 
tramps fled toward Stone Moun- 
tain. Allen Evans, another son, 
was <ppreaching the hous when 
the shooting occurred. He called 
to neighbors to come to his assist- 
ance. 

Mrs. Mollie Ellis, who lives near 
the Evans home, called an ambu- 
lance and the wounded man wé&s 
brought to Atlanta. An X-ray 
protograph taken at the hospital 
showed the bullet just missed the 
spinal cord. 

Evans formerly was employed at 
the Georgia Duck and Cordage 
company mill near his home. His 
wife and son are employed at the 
mill now.

The close found all futures options 
in New York and New Orleans with 
a net gain of 200 points, or $10 per 
bale above last Friday’s close, 
Throughout the country the con- 
tinued rise in cotton had a decided 
effect on the general trend of busi- 
ness, and brought from some of the 
highest authorities statements that 
& prosperous fall awaits the nation. 

Immediately after the closing 
hour of the Atlanta Commercial 
exchange Tuesday afternoon local 
cotton merchants made repeated ef- 
forts to buy cotton over long dis- 
tance phone and wired to various 
southern points, but it was found 
that there was practically no eot- 
ton to be bought. R. F. Herring, 
of R. F. Herring & company, cotton 
merchants on Exchange place, com- 
municated with several Georgia 
cotton men in an effort to buy 
cotton at 20 1-2 cents, basis mid- 
dling, to no avail. 

Only four days after his, predic- ' 
tion that cotton would "reach 20 
cents, Mr. Herring made .the fore- 
cast Tuesday that he believed. it 
will reach 30 cents before the mar- 
ket breaks noticeably. 

Will Continue to Rise. 

“On the strength of letters and 
| telegrams om crop gonditions re- 
ceived at my Office within the past 
48 hours,” Mr. Herring said, “I am 
firmly convinced that it is jJu&t as 
reasonable to assume now that it 
will reach at least 40 cents as it 
was before it did reach that figure. 
I make the prediction th’ 4 the next 
and final government \@tton re- 
port will show not mo than a 
forty per cent crop.” 

Mr. Herring . exhibited 
from western cotton housé¢' 
declared that crop conditons in 
that section were never wase. A 
wire from Bell Shd@w company, of 
Dallas, Tex., stated that the drought 
and boil weevil had practically 
rulned the Texas crop. A letter re- 
ceived from C. W. Hancock, of Han- 
cock and McKinney, of Oklahoma 
City, stated that the Oklahoma 
crop has suffered severe deteriora- 
tion during the past 20 days. The 
yield for the state was expected to 
be less than 400,000 bales, it was 
stated.

Chicago, September 6.—The Penn- 
sylvania railroad Tuesday notified 
the United States railroad board 
that it would not obey the order to 
meet federated shop craft officials 
to draw upa new working rule 
agreement. 

Notice was given in a statement 
by Elisha Lee, vice president of the 
eastern region. 

In effect the statement puts the! 
Pennsylvania system in defiance of | 
the rail labor board and gives notice 
that it will maintainits “open shop” 
policy in so far as the selection of 
employee representatives to meet 
with the executives on labor ques- 
tions is concerned. 

Union officials declared’ they 
would wait for the board to act hbe- 
fore making any announcement of 
their intentions. 

The controversy is an outgrowth 
of a decision in which the board 
ruled that the Pennsylvania must 
meet the officers of System Federa- 
tion No. 90 in electing employee 
representatives for a conference to 
pass on working rules because the 
majority of its shop employees were 
members of that organization. It 
declared the election held by the 
carrier disfranchised mos tof the 
union employees and ordered an- | 
other election. The Pennsylvania 
then gave notice that it would not 
obey this order, but later asked for 
more time to consider the prob- 
lem.

Washington, September 6.—Pres- 
ia Harding, in a letter reviewing 
the achievements to date of the 
republican administration, particu- 
larly. with reference to congress, 
declares that “surveying the na- 
tional situation as a whole, it is 
plain that we are working our way 
out. of a welter of waste and 
prodigal spending at a most im- 
pressive rate.” 
letter, made public today, 
was written by the president under 
date of August 29, to Senator Mc- 
Cormick, of Illinois, and, it is un- 
rstood, will be used in the cam- 
ign in New Mexico, where Sena- 
tor Barsum, appointed to fill out 
the unexpired term of Secretary of 
Interior Fall, is a -candidate for 
re-election. The letter, it is under- 
stood, is regarded by republican 
leaders as a reply to attacks on the 
legislative record of the republic- 
an congress by Chairman White, of 
the democratic national committee, 
and other leading democrats. 

“We have made much progress 
toward retrenchment and greatly 
increased efficiency,” the president 
asserts. “I cannot but account ita 
monumental accomplishment which 
2 marked the work of the ex- 
f4@-ordinary session down to the time 
, of its recess.” 

Hopes For Future. 

Looking to the future, Mr. Har- 
ding in his letter expresses the 
contident hupe “that congress after 
the recess and before the end of 
the’ extraordinary session willadopt 
both the tariff and taxation meas- 
ures and that along with these it 
will pass the bill to permit fund- 
ing the debt owed us by foreign 
governmnts.” 

“This, I hope,” the president adds, 
“Mmjil shortly be followed by ar-

countries will begin paying interest 
on their obligations. Likewise, I 
am confident, that the bill facilitat- 
ing the funding of the debt of the 
railways to the United States will 
become law during the extraordi- 
nary session, thus insuring a large 
and immediate demand for employ- 
ment of men now idle.” 

The president, in beginning his let- 
ter, expressed thanks to Senator 
McCormick for the Illinois sena- 
tor’s congratulations on the accom- 
plishments of the administration, as

Claims Economy. 

The republican congress, preced- 
ing the advent of the present ad- 
ministration, ds credited by Mr. 
Harding with having “patiently and 
arduously labored to reduce expen- 
ditures,” with results “which we 
can summarize in the statement that 
the appropriations for the current 
fiscal year will aggregate four and 
a quarter billion dollars and that 
this is three quarters of a billion 
less than the expenditures for the 
previous fiscal year.”

large gatlery of the dignified Metro- 
politan Museum of Art on Fifth 
avenue hangs a painting of an obese 
gentleman touched with a compli- 
cation of elephantiasis and straw- 
berry rash, entitled “The Bather.” 
The bather’s general complexion is 
the color of medicated mud except 
where the rash bothers him. He is 
venturing into a perpendicular lake 
seemingly composed of split-pea 
Soup and one hopes it will cure 
what ails him. 

This painting is one of a large 
collection about which the old con- 
troversy over the portrait of a 
“nude descending the stairs,” is 
breaking out anew in New York 
art circles. A committee of “citi- 
zens and supporters of the muse- 
um” has sent out an anonymous gir- 
cular condemning the _ collection 
With few exceptions, as “vulgar, de- 
generate and entirely pathological.”

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Japan Employing 
Foreign Experts: 
To Aid Diplomats

Washington, September 6.—Japan 
now has an ‘internationalized” for- 
eign office for the eonduct of her 
international affairs, 

Convinced that a great many in- 
ternational difficulties are purely 
the result of misunderstanding, and 
inability to grasp the other nation’s 
viewpoint, the Japanese foreign of- 
fice has attached American and 
British personnel to its staffs. 

Dallas L, McGrew, of the inter- 
national Banking corporation of 
New York, has just been appointed 
as American secretary of the Jap- 
anese embassy here. 

McGrew will take up his duties 
October land willactasadvisor and 
interpretor to the Japanese arma- 
ment conference delegation during 
the November meeting. Frederick 
Moore, an American and former 
newspaper correspondent, has béen 
appointed as councillor to the Jap- 
anese foreign office at Tokio. Mr. 
Moore, however, will remain in 
Washington during the conference, 
proceeding after its conclusion, to 
Japan, where he will be permanent- 
ly stationed. 

McGrew and Moore, both of whom 
have had extensive experience in 
Far Eastern affairs, will act as the 
official “eyes” of the Japanese for- 
eign office. They will interpret 
the American viewpoint when di- 
vergencies arise, and will act as 
liason officials in negotiations. 

Similarly, Thomas Baty, a British 
Far Eastern authority, has ba&tome 
associated with the Japanese gov- 
ernment to advise in the handling 
of matters particularly appertain- 
ing to Great Britain.

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END TO MINE WAR, 


WEEKS’ SOLE AIM 


Secretary Declares War 
Department Not Con- 
cerned Over Controversy 
Which Caused Fighting.

Washington, September 6.—The 
war department is interested merely 
inrestoring peace in West Virginia 
coal fields, not in the controversial 
aspects of the mine war. The con- 
tentions of unions and operators, 
which provoked the disturbance, are 
not a matter of concern to the 
army, according to Secretary of War 
Weeks. 

When it is certain the insurrec- 
tion of miners has been put down, 
Weeks said Tuesday, soldiers now 
occupying the mining region will be 
recalled. The senate labor commit- 
tee, he explained, has interested 
itself in the causes and possible 


cure of a situation that has caused 
trouble for years. 

Carrying out this policy, Weeks 
has ordered the return to its home 
station of the Twenty-sixth infan- 
try from Camp Dix, New Jersey, the 
chemical war section, and part of 
the airplane forces. This means-the 
forces of pacification will be re- 
duced by half. The reduction is on 
recommendation of Brigadier Gen- 
eral H. H. Bandholtz, who investi- 
gated the disturbed area, and re- 
ported that armed forces had wholly 
disbanded. 

One Regiment Left. 

The Nineteenth infantry will fre- 
main, policing the five counties un- 
der federal control, until all danger 
has passed. 

The attitude of the war depart- 
ment means that the fundamental 
causes of. trouble will remain after 
the present uprising is ended. They 
may be expected to bring about a 
recurrence of the conflict when the 
regulars are withdrawn. 

The administration, 
stated, regards with distavor the 
suggestion that federal forces be 
stationed permanently in the mining 
region. It has been argued that the 
presence of soldiers would tend to 
preserve peace and order. 

West Virginia Quarrel. 


But the attitude of the adminis- 
tration is that the quarrel is West 
Virginia’s, and should be settled 10- 
cally. It is not desired to turn the 
army into a domestic police force.

e _.New York, September 6.—Cotton continues the center of interest 
here, although the stock market is attracting a great deal of interest 
also as a result of its recent upward movement, which has attracted 
some outside buying. News from the south indicates that there has 
been further deterioration of the crop since the last government report 
as. of August 25. South Carolina alone, according to the state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, shows a loss of 8 points since that date. If this 
is general throughout the south as a result of weather conditions, it is 
little wonder that cotton is continuing to add to its recent sensational 


The advance in the stock market last week resulted in the accumn- 
lation of buying orders over the week-end from all sections of the coun- 
try, which, together with urgent bidding on the part of the short in- 
terest, resulted in a sharp rise in security prices at the opening of the 
stock market today, which continued throughout the greater part of 
the session, with only slight interruptions. The feature of the market 
was the sharp rise of 4 points in Mexican Peiroleum as a result of the 
news from Mexico City that the tax controversy has been settled to the 
satisfaction of both parties. Details as to the settlement are not avail- 
able in this city, and unless that come from Mexico direct no informa- 
tion may be obtained until the local oil men return, which is expected 
to be later in the week. The entire oll group advanced with Mexican 
Petroleum. . 

_ ;The upward movement, however, was not entirely confined to the 
oils. In fact, almost every stock on the list was higher, the sharp 
upward movement in the copper issues attracted an unusual amount 
of attention in view of the fact that this industry was one of the first 
to deflate, following the signing of the armistice. Motors were higher 
under the leadership of Studebaker. Rails were also higher, but their 
gains were more moderate than in the industrial group. 

Several large traders who have been known to be on the short side 
of the stock market for some time, are understood to have turned 
bullish. 

-'fhe board of directors of the Chandler Motors company will meet 
on Friday of this week to take action on the quarterly dividend, and 
as far as can be learned in quarters that are supposed to know there 
will be no change in the quarterly rate.

LUMBER SHIPPERS 


Washington, September 
view of increased railroad earnings, 
southern hardwood lumber shippers 
will urge the carriers to reduce 
freight rates on logs and lumber be- 
fore the interstate commerce com- 
mission decides the case already 
brought by southern luinver Ship- 
pers, Frank Carnahan, eastern man- 
ager for the Southern Hardwood 
Traffic association, saidtoday. The 
case has been set by the commission 
for hearing here September 29, be- 
fore Examiner Flynn. 

The lumber industry in the south 
is “paralyzed.” Mr. Carnahan said, 
and unless the carriers afford im- 
mediate relief, “the hardwood mills 
will be unable to move their logs 
into the plants for manufacture.” 
With the expected increased demand 
for hardwood, Mr. Carnahan said 
the fact that the southern producers 
would be unable to ship logs, would 
lend furtherto holdup building and 
other industries that use hard- 
wood, that show signs of reviving. 

The reduction asked of the com- 
mission was approximately 32 1-3 
per cent, equal tothe increase which 
went into effect in 1920 with the gen- 
eral rate increases. During confer- 
ences with lumber shippers, repre- 
Sentatives of the carriers have con- 
tended that in view of the carriers’ 
deficits, reductions could not be 
made. 

“July earnings will show that the 
return for the railroads will be at 
the rate of about 5 per cent a year,” 
Mr. Carnahan said, “or approximately 
75,000,000, according to the reports 
of roads so far made. The iumber 
industry has every reason to expect 
that reductions will be made in 
freight rates, without waiting, per- 

ps, ninety days, for a decision by 


fore it.”
